Declares That Peace Will Soon Prevail 


In tbe Philippines and Speaks Ju 
Glowing Terms of Our Commercial 
Future 


Washington, Jan. 8.—Discussion of 


the committee's arncndineats striking 
out the provision fo/ a veterinary corps 
In the army was begun in the senate 
yesterday. 
Mr. Kenny of Delaware, 


champion in the senate of the proposed 
vetnnary corps, urged that the com- 
mittee's amendment be rejected. 


Senator Lodge took part in the de- 


bate. 
Uis position was that although 


vetrinary science hsid advanced greatly 
within recent years; and was of the ut- 
most importance to the army, and al- 
though every senator would wish to 
give the military veterinarians all prop- 
er recognition, he could not support a 
provision for the creation of u great 
<-orps, as proposed by the bill. 


Discussing the general features of 


the measure. Mr. Lodge said he did not 
think any American citizen honestly 
believed that the liberty of the people 
was menaced by an army of 100,000. 
He did 'not believe an army of 100,000 
was, in the circumstances, a large army. 
As to the situation in the Philippines, 
Mr: Lodge maintained that ''organized 
rebellion has ceased and the 
local 


George Washington is in hiding." 


"In a short time," said Mr. Lodge, "I 


believe there will be peace and order 
throughout the Philippine islands.1' He 
did not think, however,, that the prob- 
ability of outbreaks among the Moros 
and the uncivilized tribes of the in- 
terior ever would be eliminated, and ho 
believed there 
would be no end of 


trouble for some time. 


After some sharp sparring, Mr. Bacon 


put this question to Mr. Lodge: ''From 
your knowledge, as chairman of the 
Philippine committee, of the conditions 
in the island, will the army of 76,000 be 
needed there for a short time or for an 
Indefinite time?" 


"My judgment,' replied Mr. Lodge, 


"Is tBat at the end of two years we will 
bo able to reduce very largely the army 
In the Philippines. 
That is my belief. 


Spain had au army of 15,000 men, and i 
kept very bad order—" 


"And occupied little territory," inter- 


jected Mr. Bacon." 


"Yes, and occupied little territory," 


ttfiseuted Mr. Lodge. 


He maintained, however, that with a j 


force of 2.1,000 in the Philippines the [ 
United States would keep better order | 
than ever 
had been known there. I 


With that force in the Philippines there i 
would be about 05,000 men left to man 
the fortifications of the country, a force ! 
which he believed totally inadequate. 
IQ addition that force would be called 
upon to guard the Kicaraguan canal 
Which it was proposed sooji to build. 
On that canal there would I ^ employed 
150,000 laborers.' 
They iferoftld have to 


be protected. "When finished the canal 
would have to bo guarded. 


In response to further questions, Mr. 


Lodge said that In his opinion at the end 
of two years the force in the Philippines 
could be reduced materially, and at the 
end of four or flve years the force prob- 
ably could be reduced safely to 20,000 
men. 


"I am ao alarmist, and I have no fears" 


that we are in danger of war with any- 
body," said Mr. Lodge, "and I do not 
believe there is a nation oa the face of 
ttie earth that has any desire to attack 
us. But no man can tell what may hap- 
pen at any time. 


'•We bave come in the process of our 


development until we have expanded 
far 
beyond onr own markets, com- 


mercially, aud we are breaking into 
every market of tbe world. 
It is a part 


of our economic development. We are 
piarching along toward the economic 
supremacy of the world, in my judg- 
ment. 
Look at Europe and compare 


it with the United States. It has been 
worked for a thousand years at least 
in the endeavor to draw out all its re- 
sources- 


'•Here in tlie TJuitcd States we are 


holding ail the best part of the North 
American continent. 
Look at your 


map, 
a great symmetrical country, all 


under one flag, no separate government, 
your railroads running in steady con- 
nection and carrying freight from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the 
lakes to the gulf. Europe cannot beat' 
that. 
Every separate state system, 


every separate 
railroad she has en- 


hances the cost of her articles. We are 
boating her in iron and steel. We can 
turn them out at prices Europe cannot 
meet.

PittifieM Men Behind Ihe Third Rail 


Scheme. Looking for Cheshire 


Since the announcement of the new 


industry for Cheshire electric railway 
rumors have been more lively than 
ever. The Pittsfield Eagle yesterday 
published a long editorial saying that 
in view of the boom for Cheshire, the 
Pittsfleld electric railway should not 
allow the Koosac Valley street railway 
to get into Cheshire altone and scoop in 
all the business for North Adams. The 
Pittsfield line would have about seven 
miles to build, with a choice of two 
routes, one fuom Coltsville and 
the 


other through Lanesboro. 


Nothing more has developed from the 


third rail proposition reported some 
time ago in this paper. Officers of the 
Third Kail Block system company in 
Springfield say that the company is 
not directly interested in the project, 
aside from having Its system used. It 
is understood that Pittsfield men are 
at the bottom of this proposition. The 
same Pittsfield men. are said to be con- 
sidering also a through-county trolley 
line in place of the third rail. 


The following is from the Pittsfleld 


correspondent of the Springfield Re- 
publican: 


Talk of trolley extension is galnins 


againl and the visit of two Cheshire 
men to this city the other evening gave 
rise to speculation as to the building 
of the long-talked of line north as well 
as the Lenox and Southern Berkshire 
road between here and Great Barrink- 
ton. 
Now comes the plan of the third 


rail at least nprthward from here, and 
it is said a company in your city has 
plans which may be considered later on. 
Lanesboro has been askiri? for several 
years for some sort of transit and con- 
nection with this city and the outer 
world, and yet it is not probable if the 
electric line is etxended it will go that 
way. It comes to Pittsfield that the 
North Adams electric road company is 
looking southerly to Cheshire, amd with 
the extension of the Pittsfleld line that 
far, the links will be complete. A road 
the length ofl the county will par, for it 
is admitted that the North Adams 
branch of the Boston and Albany has 
always done well tfiianciaUyj, arid the 
Berkshire divisoin of the now Consoli- 
dated is likewise a good paying piece 
of railway. On'a of the shrewdest flnan- 
c'ai m^n fn **!« c!tr fat<J ere 'tay this 
week that within) 10 years this scheme 
would be realized, and that the returns 
financially would be satisfactory. The 
Lenox extension is likely to go this 
year, and It is also said that this will 
also give impetus to the Lee line from 
Lenox to that vllage.

In all 94 prosecutions were 
made, in 89 of which convictions were 
secured; 44 were for the adulteration of 
milk and milk products, and there were 
39 convictions-. 
Most of these com- 


plaints were that the milk was not of 
standard quality, but seven were for 
the use of coloring matter. There were 
16 complaints for the sale of brandy- 
drops to children under 16, two each in 
Lowell, Lynn, Maiden and Clinton, one 
each in Medford, New BedtorJ and 
Fall River, and five in North Adams, 
and convictions resulted in all cases. 
During the year there has been an un- 
usual Increase of adulteration cf jellies, 
jams, etc., m'ostly by the substitution 
of cheaper kinds of fruit, such as the 
refuse portion of apples, to which is 
added glucose instead of cane sugar, 
together with aniline dyes to imitate 
the color of natural fruit.

Calnan begat .Mnlialaleel when be waa 
75; Mahalaleel begat .Tared when be 
was 65; Jared begat Enoch when be 
was 162. Methuselah was born to

182. This brings us down to the birth 
of Noah, which, according to the added 
ages of the several patriarchs at the 
time their sons were born, occurred 
1,056 years after the birth of Adam.

H-obbc examined the 
workmanship of the IOCKS and offered to 
not only evt*r the outer doors of the 
Bank of England, bnt to open also the 
seven doora leading to the treasure safes 
inside of two hours if permission was 
given. This waa too much for the Brit- 
ishers to stand, cu'd they gave the neces- 
sary consent. 


Habbg WAS on hdud two hours before 


the time f«r opening the doors of tbe 
bank arrived and announced himself 
ready to go to work. All the tools he hud 
he carried in his vest pocket, consisting 
of about 20 picks. He opened the front 
door in s-rreh minutes and entered the 
bank triumphantly. He next approached 
the outer door of tbe treasure safe. In 
six minutes the door opened, and before 
one hour had passed, half of the time he 
asked for, be had his bands in the treas- 
ure of the bank, much lo the amnzement 
of tbe directors <tf the bank and to th* 
intense disgust of Ohubb, a man of 
influence and wealth. He took his de- 
feat, gamely, however, and soon set tc 
work to improve his locks. This he did 
by taking Hobbs into his employ as an 
odviser. F«r the time, however, I think 
the Back of Esgland put American locks 
on their safes, for everybody recognized 
the fact that Chubb was no more a 
match for Hobbs than Sayers was for 
Heenan.—Washington Star.

Beaten Cyril Hill Thompson, from 


Albany, Or.. 1* strirlne against many 
obstacle! to win for himself an educa-. 
tion. In the matter of diet Thompson 
is different from any other student 
who ever entered Harvard, writes the 
Boston correspondent of the New York 
World. He bas lired on the appended 
frugal weekly fare: Twenty-one orders 
of potatoes, two to the order, 84 cents; 
twenty-one orders of bread, two slices 
to the order, 21 cents; total. $1.05. 


At tLis rate the average cost for 


three meals is 15- cents. The potatoes 
are In every case baked, as Thompson 
asserts that those prepared in this way 
are not only more satisfying, but more 
nourishing. The bread Is scarcely ever 
buttered, and the only drink which is 
indulged in at mealtimes is a cup of 
hot water. 


Thompson takes all his meals in Ran- 


dall hall, where during meals be waits 
on some of the 1,000 other students 
who board there. The fact that he is a 
waiter proves that the selection of po- 
tatoes and bread as a fare Is entirely a 
voluntary one on the part of the west- 
erner, for in addition to a slight salary 
the waiters receive their board. 


Thompson is a graduate of McMinn- 


vllle college. Owing to the fact that 
the course of studies at that Institu- 
tion is pot as complete as that of Har- 
vard, Thompson joined the juaior class, 
and Ue commenced his unique method 
of dieting as soon as bis studies were 
begun. He has already earned a schol- 
arship for -his excellent work of last 
year. As a result of his endeavors he 
received the mark of "A plus" In Greek. 
If this keeps up, he will undoubtedly 
be one of the finest ranked men ^to 
graduate from Harvard next June. 
Speaking of bis strange diet, be said: 


"I am not as fortunate financially 


as a great many of the men here, but 
Still It Is not 'from a sense of poverty 
that I confine myself to potatoes and 
bread. It is from choice. 
I do not 


think that one's mind can work prop- 
erly when the system is filled with an 
indiscriminate mass of different sorts 
of food. I believe that the less a man 
eats the better It is for him—that is, 
if he gets enough to nourish his entire 
system as it should be nourished. My 
fast will be a thing of the past as soon 
as I have received my degree in .Tune, 
as it will then be unnecessary. 1 ohall 
return-to the west, where I shall go 
mto business."

The <j^rt€r is .the most 
ancient and highly prized of all the 
British orders, and the number of per- 
sons who can hold it is strictly limited 
by law.

The 
late Duke of Argyll and the late Duke 
of Westminster were both "K. G's.," 
and it is one of tlie Garters made avail- 
able by their deaths that has been con- 
ferred on Lord Roberts. 


An earldom is the third highest of 


the British titles to nobility, dukes and 
marquises Diking precedence of earls. 
The provision that Lord Roberts' new 
peerage is "with remainder" to his 
daughters Is very rarely made. 
The 


technical definition of a "remainder" is 
a provision for the passage of a patent 
of nobility to a special successor or 
Ijne of succession in default of male 
Issue on the decease of a present 
holder. 


In this case the provision means that 


the title can descend through the fe- 
male line, and it is evidently designed 
to mark Queen Victoria's sympathy 
with Lord. Roberts over the 'oss of his 
only son, Ueutenanfr F. H.' S. Roberts, 
who was*mortally wounded wh..e gal- 
lantly attempting to save the guns at 
the Tugela river and died on Dec. 17, 
1839. Before he died Lieutenant Rob- 
erts was recommended for the Victoria 
cross, and the queen, as a mark of 
appreciation of the young man's valor 
and the services rendered by Lord Rob- 
erts to bis country, took the occasion, 
when Lady Roberts visited Windsor 
castle a few days before she sailed for 
the Cape, to hand her a small parcel, 
Baying.; 


"Here Is something I have tied up 


with my own hands and that I beg 
you will not open till you get home." 


Lady Roberts found that the parcel 


contained the Victoria cross won by 
her dead sou.

Mayor Wilkinson this morning1 ap- 


pointed Dr. George L- Rice a member 
of the board or license commissioners, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of W. H. Gaylord. The mayor also an- 
nounbed that he should designate c. E. 
Wincheii as chairman o3 the board. Mr. 


Saylord having held that position. 
This announcement will be a surprise 


to the city, in view of the fact that 
the appointment.was hardly expected 
luSt yet, and ev<W n Ire of a surprise to 
some of the men) who might have been 
planning1 to make a try for the appoint- 
ment. The mayor was prompter than 
any of the possible candidates, and 
made the appointment before there was 
any chance for a contest. 


Deciding upon Dr, Rice as the man 


for the position, the mayor thought best 
to prevent the politicians from bavins 
any chance to worry about the office, 
and so asked Dr. Rice ft he would ac- 
cept. A favorable answer was received, 
and the appointment was made at once-. 


Dr. Rice's term will expire In 1906, Mr- 


Gaylord having been appointed last 
year Ibr six years. 
Exceot for this un- 


cxnected vacancy there would have 
been no need for an anointment this 
year. 


Dr. Rice's appointment wiH meet with 


favor among those who recognize in 
him a careful, honest arJd independent 
man whose judgment on matters such 
as come before the license commission- 
ers can be relied on. Dr. Rice has for 
many years been one of the city's prom- 
inent men an Pleading physicians. He 
has been frequently mentioned for of- 
fice, but has usually declined to consid- 
er these suggestions- He has, however, 
served two years on the board of health 
and has served on the school committee 
for three years, his term expiring about 
four years aso.

and title but also in regard to subject, 
Directions for use are found on th* 
case anli are as follows: 


Th» cards in this catalog are ar- 


ranged like tl» words in a dictionary 
or cyclopaedia and should be consult- 
ed like them. Authors, titles and sub- 
jects are in one alphabet. 


Ifl the author of the book desired is 


known look under his name, if not look 
utUer the first word of thetitle; while 
it books about a special country or sub- 
ject are wished, look under the names 
of that subject. 


For example: For Matthew Arnold 


look under A; for Sesame and lilies, 
look under S; for works on Cuba, mon- 
ey or North \dams, look under C, M 
or N, respectively. 


The cards for notion are arranged sep 


arately. 


Of course, only the classified books 


have subject cards. These are arran&ed 
in th» same alphabet with the author 
and title cards but are written in red 
ink so as to be easily distinguished. In 
order that subjects may be more easily 
fouwd there are a number of cross refer 
ences. For example, on the subject 
card "Boers" is written, "see Tranb- 
vaal," and under Transvaal are cata- 
loged books on the South ASrJcan ctues- 
tion, including information about the 
Boers-
